TRIP REFLECTIONS 


This fall Miss Kappen planned a western 
trip, the first in several years to the west 
coast, which was to include conferences with 
selected persons in eleven states, While 
the trip was interrupted, conferences were 
held and other contacts were made in six 
states, Wisconsin, Minnesota, South Dakota, 
Montana, Washington, and Oregon. 


The trip had two purposes: First, to give 
some training to the state and association 
World Service Secretaries and counselors. 
They have two major jobs in the areas which 
they serve: (1) counseling the Baptist, Youth 
Fellowship in its world outreach program; 
(2) counseling the Fellowship Guild. 


Second, to interpret to all those related in 
any way to the Fellowship Guild the coopera- 
tive relationship which the women have to 
Guild work, particularly the new interest 
and stimulation being given by the National 
Council of American Baptist Women. iisey 
word, the Guild is the girls’ program of the 
Baptist Youth Fellowship and is under the 
direction and administration of the Fellow- 
ship and the Board of Education and Publica- 
tion. The W.C.A.B.W. is encouraging the 
women to become informed about the Fellow- 
ship Guild and to give their encouragement 
and active support to it by placing a woman 
chairman in their set-up in all areas. 


Two major reflections from the trip: 


1. The eagerness to understand developments 
and relationships in the youth program 
on the part of youth leaders. 


2. The need for fellowship with and train- 
ing of our devoted volunteer workers. 


A number one imperative would seem to be an 
opportunity for developing morals, skills, 
and procedures through conferences with our 
leaders of youth. The B.Y.F.: state conven- 
tion where many of these leaders attend 
would furnish one excellent place for such 
a conference.
